Kentucky farmers have de¬ 
pended too long on tobacco as a 
primary source of income, Ben 
J. Butier, Kentucky commission¬ 
er of agriculture, said in an ad¬ 
dress at the meat-animal section 
of Farm and Home Week at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Butler declared that there arc 
“immediate and vast" opportu¬ 
nities in Kentucky to advance 
farm income. 

"We either must take on new 
enterprises or expand current 
ones," he said.

"After thev become re-estab¬ 
lished, they may be able to quali¬ 
fy for loans, but unless the econ¬ 
omy is quickly restored they will 
be unable to continue operations 
long enough to qualify for loans,” 
he said.

SALYERSVILLE, Ky„ Feb. 22- 
Fire early today destroyed the 
64 year old Magoffin County 
Courthouse here.

Some Records Saved 

Rudd said “some" records were 
saved from the county clerk’s, 
circuit clerk’s and his own offices, 
but that many others were lost. 

Most of Salyersville's popula¬ 
tion of about 1,200, many of them 
with overcoats over night clothes 
witnessed the blaze. 

The question of finding space 
for offices to continue county bus¬ 
iness became an immediate prob¬ 
lem.

gineers can direct assistance in 
three ways: 

1. Performing work essential 
for the preservation of life and 
property. 

2. Clearing and removal of de¬ 
bris and wreckage. 

3. Emergency repair and tem¬ 
porary restoration of public fa¬ 
cilities, such as bridges, water 
and sewage facilities. 

The Corps of Engineers, under 
authority for operation and the 
maintenance have flood control 
funds available for rescue work, 
repair, restoration, or mainten¬ 
ance of flood control projects 


just before sowing. If clippings 
are heavy they should be re¬ 
moved. Raking should not be 
done to loosen the soil. The very 
best bluegrass seed should be 
used—a good seed should weigh 
at least 21 pounds per bushel and 
have an 85 percent germination 
test or better. 

In November the new lawn 
should be fed using 15 pounds 
of a good high grade fertilizer 
per 1000 square feet surface. If 
straw is available for mulching 
one avenge size bale per 1000 
square feet surface being applied 
just 'aftor the bluegrass has been 
seeded. 

By March 15, another applica¬ 
tion of fertilizer should be used. 
Clipping should begin when the 
grass is four to five inches high 
but set mower to cut at least two 
inches high. 

If White Dutch clover is de¬ 
sired in the lawn, it should be 
sown the last of March at the 
rate of about two ounces per 1000 
square feet surface. However, 
this plant is native to Kentucky 
and many people need not bother 
to sow it.
